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CONTINUATION OF ITEM 11 


Applicant argues the hard drive arm is stabilized by a clamping cover (221) and a second 
base support (not shown). The examiner agrees. Applicant goes on to argue that AAPA does 
not teach that the placement device (220), in combination with the base support (211), indirectly 
supports the hard drive arm component (206). The examiner disagrees. The use of references is 
not limited to what the patentees describe as their own inventions or to the problems with which 
they are concerned. They are part of the literature of the art, relevant for all they contain. In re 
Heck , 699 F.2d 1331, 1332-33, 216 USPQ 1038, 1039 (Fed. Cir. 1983) (quoting In re Lemelson , 
397 F.2d 1006, 1009, 158 USPQ 275, 277 (CCPA 1968)). In the instant case, AAPA teaches the 
"clamping force of the fixture (which represents items 206 and 220) is often enough to deform 
the magnetic head (202) and suspension tongue (212)" (paragraph 4). Implicit in this disclosure 
is that some amount of force, provided by the placement device (220) and transferred through the 
head (202) and the dimple (item 214), impacts and stabilizes the suspension tongue (item 212, 
which appears to be part of, if not connected to, the load beam), from undesirable movement (see 
figure 2, item 220 and item 212). f\
